TWO DAYS WEEKLY 


Mr. Duke declared that the coal 
mines of Alberta for the last six 
years have operated on an average 
of not more than two days a week, 
resulting in the machinery of an 
investment of $40,000,000 resting on 
its bearings four days out of every 
week. And in these past six years, 
Canada had imported more than 
80,000,000 tons of coal and coke and 
paid for the same, an amount in ex- 
cess of $225,000,000 

Mr. Duke contended thai all 
this had been going on while the 

| railways had been idle and the 
C.N.R. piling up a huge deficit 
of a million dollars a week; while 
railway employees had been laid 
off; while miners had been idle 
four days a week, living on a 
scanty pittance.

“If this $40,000000 a year were 


spent on Canadian coal it would 
mean a co reversal of econ- 
omic conditions in Canada,” de- 
clared Mr. Duke. “Let the 12.000 


000 tons of coal which is supplied 
yearly by the American mines be 
bought from Canadian mines and 
the railways will meet the increased 
freight business. This would help 
smash the insidious interest of the 
interlocking lake-he directorates 
who paralrse the 
in the mid-east.” 


GIVE EMPLOYMENT 

Mr. Duke contended that 20,000 
more miners wo be needed in 
Canada to supp t the same num- 
ber of U.S. miners who now supply 
Canada with coal. 

In giving his views as to what 
effect this would have on the Al- 
berta coal industry, he said that 
the subventions were working 
well but the movement of west- 
ern coal to eastern markets was 
being checked because the sub- 
ventions so far granted were for 
ene year only; that the $2.50 a 
ton was too small and that the 
subventions were distributed un- 
evenly, the Maritimes receiving 
far the greatest amount.

GET DOWN TO CASES 

Hon. C. A. Dunning, in his budget speech, 
seconded the warnings already sounded by 
bankers against the dangers of over-speculating. 
A million Canadians are only too keenly aware 
of those dangers to the individual. And no one 
old enough to judge can be ignorant of the con- 
sequences which fall upon the country when a 
boom collapses. 

But it would help a good deal more to ward 
off these dangers if some of the advisers would 
tell the wage-earner and the salary-earner what 
they are to do with their savings, when they 
have any, if they do not speculate. General 
admonitions are all right. but it is necessary to 
get down to cases if speculation is to be kept 
from spreading too far and developing into a 
mania. 

Nobody needs to worry about the man who 
has millions to play with. He can probably look 
out for himself. It is poor men, and men in very 
moderate circumstances, who bid prices up to 
excessive levels, and make a crash inevitable. 
Men, that is, who do not go into the market for 
amusement, but who are driven by the know- 
ledge that speculation offers them the only 
chance they have to get hold of enough money 
to keep them and their wives when the earning 
days are past. 

What would the advisers tell these men to 
do with their scant savings, if they must not buy 
something in hope that the price will go up? 
Or how else would they suggest these men can 
accumulate—or hope to accumulate—enough to 
take care of them in their old age? 

Unless they can answer these questions in 
terms that mean something, it will not do much 
good to tell the wage-earner and salary-earner 
they must stay out of the market. That is only 
telling them they must walk into old age de- 
liberately without making an attempt to provide 
for themselves

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Pin Worms In Children 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
The pin worm is also called the thread worm. 
The popular name of thread worm comes from 
the fact that the parasite somewhat resembles a 


short piece of white thread. The technical name 
is Oxyuris vermicularis, with the Oxyuris part 
being a combination of “sharp” plus “tail.” 

The female is about one- 
third of an inch long and has 
a tail pointed like an awl. The 
male is about one-half that 
length. These worms are 
found in the large intestine 
and appendix, and may be 
present in comparatively small 
numbers or in numbers. ex- 

3 ceedingly large. 

Dr. F. McCoy The female lays eggs in 
enormous quantities, depositing them within the 
rectum of the host, after which they are dis- 
charged with the stools. Some authorities hold 
that pin worms are capable of multiplying within 
the intestine. Others hold that the new speci- 
mens can only be developed by the human host 
swallowing eggs deposited on food, or found in 
water, or carried to the mouth by the hands. 
After being swallowed, the eggs reach the in- 
testinal tract. where they must remain for about 
two weeks until mature worms develop. 

The symptoms of pin worm infestation vary 
greatly; however, any of the following may 
occur: local itching, which is especially annoy- 
ing at night; irritability; poor appetite; anemia; 
restlessness during sleep; and frequent empty- 
ing of the bladder. Nervousness is another symp- 
tom and may be mild or severe. 

Inasmuch as the symptoms may be vague and 
misleading, it is not advisable to start treatment 
only because suggestive symptoms are noticed 
and treatment should follow only when definite 
evidence of the parasite is found either through 
identifying the worms or eggs in the stool or 
through actual finding of the parasites during a 
rectal examination. 

Once it is determined that the parasites are 
actually present, it then becomes very important 
to observe strict measures of cleanliness. The 
child must be instructed to wash the hands thor- 
oughly after each visit to the bathroom and be- 
fore each meal. It is commonly found that the 
ova become attached to the folds of skin around 
the external opening of the intestine and may 
lodge beneath the fingernails when the child 
scratches to relieve the itching. Keeping the 


fingernails cut short and scrupulously clean is 
therefore necessary in order to prevent the 


carrying of the eggs to the food, or to the mouth. 
It is also a good plan to have the child sleep in 
a closed sleeping garment. 

The treatment to be used for the 
the pinworms depends to a great extent u 
the individual case. When the worms are few 
in number they are easily removed by giving 
the child a small plain wa water enema each 
day for a period of one to two weeks. When they 
are present in large numbers, it may be exceed- 
ingly difficult to dislodge them and the best plan 
is toa consult a doctor, who will advise a suitable 
remedy to be taken by mouth and will also ad- 
vise the parent about intestinal injections. One 
of the inject commonly rec ended 
bichloride of mercu which is introduced as 
high up into the colon as possible by using a 
catheter.

intestine, and for the removal of the latter various 
substances are given by mouth, of which Oil of 
Chenopodium is an example. It is interesting 
to know that this substance was commonly used 
as far back as the time when Columbus was dis- 
covering America. 

In case of a young child, considerable judg- 
ment must be exercised in the selection of a 
worm remedy and this is a matter best left to 
the physician.

Two happenings over last week-end, in- 
volving in the one. case the present Premier of 
Alberta, and in the other a former Premier of 
Alberta, call for comment. 

Apart from any personalities, the decision 
of the Supreme Court of Canada in the MacMil- 
lan-Brownlee case, must be gratifying to parents, 
guardians and all who feel concern over the 
state of moral opinion in the community, 

The ground on which the Alberta judges— 

both the trial judge and three of five judges 
.of the Alberta Appeal Court—set aside the 
damage award of the jury, was that the only 
damage inflicted by a seducer upon his victim is 
the value of the time off from work that may 
be occasioned through the illness or confine- 
ment of the victim. They placed no value on 
the mental anguish, the refinements of torture 
imposed by an employer who threatens his 
victim with dismissal unless she complies with 
his desires, or the injury to matrimonial oppor- 
tunities and possible loss of public esteem that 
she may suffer. 

It is gratifying to know that the judges of 
the Supreme Court of Canada have taken a 
broader view of the loss suffered than mere 
compensation for time off, which in the opinion 
of the Alberta courts was the only injury in- 
flicted upon his victim by a seducer.

The other event calling for comment is the 
announcement by Premier Aberhart from the 
place on which he makes his public announce- 
ments—the pulpit of the Prophetic Bible Insti- 
tute at Calgary—that his plan to give the people 
of Alberta basic dividends has failed.

True, Mr. Popil also assured the Myrram 
folk, ‘I tell you we are going to have dividends 
this year yet.” He apparently was not in the 
secrets of the Cabinet. Obviously the opinion of 
Mr. Popil is not as valuable as the opinion of 
those who recognized & at the optioning of 
Credit Houses w nly a trick designed to 
sway the Grouard pe = then approaching a 
by-election. 

No doubt Mr. Aberhart and his fellow-min- 
isters are desirous of holding to their offices of 
emolument as long as possible. Anybody knows 
that $9,000 a year is more to be desired than 
$3,500 a year in these hard times. But the gen- 
eral welfare of the province is waiting until 
such time as they vacate office and give place to 
a government that commands confidence. Mach 
month's delay makes it so much the more dif- 
ficult. Eighteen valuable months have been Jost 
already. The only persons who have benefitted 
in that period have been the Ministers and their 
camp-followers. 

No freak government can hope to accomplish 
anything, least of all a government that has in- 
jured the provincia! and municipal credits of 
the province and made Alberta look ridiculous 
in the eyes of observer If it is only a mere 
matter of salary and emoluments, it would pay 
the business interests of ‘Alberta to subscribe to 
a compensation fund and continue the emolu- 
ments of the Premier and his Cabinet for an- 
other year and a half on condition that they vac- 
ate and allow a business government to take 
charge and start the long overdue task gf put- 
ting the province on its feet again. 


Basic dividends. interest-free loans, the Just 
Price, reduction of taxation, Credit Houses, Pros- 
perity Certificates—al] have gone into the dis- 
card despite the policy of non-interference from 
the Dominion Government and the business 
houses. 

All that remains now is Mr. J. H. Unwin’s 
“guarantee” that the provincial sales tax will be 
removed at the present session of the Legisla- 
ture.

Mr. Crerar, minister of mines, 
told Mr. Bennett that gold produc- 
tion increased from $116,000,000 in 
1935 to $131,000,000 last year. Thirty 
new gold mining properties came 
{into production in 1936, and there 
would likely be eight or ten more 
within the next four or five mon'hs. 

The gold mining operations pro- 
vide an increasing market for sup- 
plies and equipment and for food 
products, Operating expenses are 
heavy and most of the money is 
spent on equipment and wages-— 
which means farm products and 
various other needs of the miners, 
And to encourage mining opera- 
tions is to encourage employment. 

To the extent that gold mining 
advances the general welfare and 
prosperity of the country, it in- 
creases the productivity of all other 
forms of taxation, 

There are thus two sides to the

Large numbers of private bills, 
&ponsored by various municipalities 
are being introduced into the legis- | 
lature. It has always happened. It 
will always happen, i.e., so long as 
civic government is the sparetime 
hobby of unqualified men. If the 
bills are all enacted the same 
municipalities will be back next 
year, Perhaps.it would be better to 
adopt the old-time practice of some 
other lands which is to tell the 
municipalities what they may not 
do and allow them to do anything 
they like not expressly forbidden 
Our practice is to permit them to 
do only those things which they are 
expressly permitted to do. The lat-| 
ter practice is directly responsible 
for the annual trip of municipal 
representatives to Edmonton during 
the session. 
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Dozens of questions affecting the 
credit houses, prosperity certificates | 
and other governmental operations | 
are down on the order paper and | 
the staffs of the various depart- 
ments are working all hours trying 
to supply the information. Returns 
were made yesterday in respect of 
some and delay was requested in 
respect of others. 

If the information should ‘ be 
forthcoming without reservation or 
concealment the public will receive 
much light on events which are 
now wrapped in obscurity. 


The reply given by Hon Mr 
Chant to a question by Mr. Irwin 
created some surprise and can not 
be regarded as wholly satisfactory 
The question was, “Did the govern- | 
ment advise Social Credit groups 
that pure seed was available for 
distribution and did the govern- 
ment advise other political groups 
of the fact. If others were not) 
notified, why the preferential treat- 
ment?” 

The reply was that “the govern- 
ment only advised the Social Credit 
groups because they alone, amongst , 
the political parties, showed any in- | 
terest or made any inquiries.” | 

The minister ‘said he would have 
gladly sent to the others if they | 
had shown interest. 

There will be many citizens who} 
will share Mr. Irwin’s view that the | 
incident leaves a suspicion of polit- 
ical partisanship contrary to public 
interest. 
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Mr. Duggan questioned the pre- | 
mier in respect of reports and 
memoranda submitted by Mr. Har- | 
grave and received the reply that 
they were none. Mr. Duggan cx- 
pressed some misgiving as to the 
reply but the premier assured him 
the answer was correct. Mr. Dug-|

The debate on the address in re- 
ply to the Speech from the Throne 
was resumed by Mr. Duggan— | 
leader of the attenuated Conserva- | 
tive opposition, Right up to the 
tea-time recess Mr. Duggan dealt 
in a non-controversial way with the 
long record of political blunders 
which had brought about the pre- 
sent debt burden—public and pri- 
vate—of the Alberta people.

Taritts are 
intended to give special privileges 
and they never fail to do so. 
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After tea-time Mr. Duggan! 
launched into a criticism of the gov- 
ernment record, He showea that 
whilst in other parts of Canada 
there was improvement in unem- 
ployment figures and in the criteria 
of better times Alberta was show- 
ing no improvement and in many 
respects had retrogressed. 

He threw back into the Premier's 
teeth the statement that the Gov- 
ernment had been hampered by 
obstructive tactics. No government | 
had ever before been given such co- 
operation by its political adversaries 
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He deplored the Government's re- 
fusal to co-operate in the Loan 
Council plan and its persistevce in 
pursuing policies known to be ultra 
vires of provincial powers 

The government had been plung- 
ing and gambling in all sorts of 
wild experimentation and as @ re- 
sult it had not solved one single 
problem and had left behind a 
disastrous record 
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It had sought to pursue mutually 
conflicting policies at the same time 
It had become engaged to Mr, Magor 
but it had flirted with Major Dou- 
gias.

Wisconsin got no | 
less than 167 new winter playgrounds—77 rinks, 22 ski runs, 22 | 
toboggan slides and 26 sled slides. 


Then comes Minnesota to surpass them all. To date out of govern- 
ment financial aid and relief work, this state has built the amazing total 
of 2,400 new winter playgrounds. That is almost unbelievable, but cold 
government reports prove it is true. It has gained 1,500 miles of beautiful | 
ski trails, a half a dozen big jumps and no less than 900 skating rinks | 
Around Minneapolis and St. Paul there are 600 hockéy teams operating 
this winter. Lon’t take Major McLaughlin's threat of an all-American | 
Major league hockey team too lightly. 

In Utah a magnificent net work of ski trails and jumps has been | 
built—and they are electrically lighted. Yes even the trails along wooded 
mountain sides! 


In 1932 the United States had only a handful of winter playgrounds 
Today she numbers them in the thousands and government reports show 
that over 1,000,000 Americans use them every week-end. }
